Summer Protein Lift

It’s summer time and noth- 
ing will give you a better pro- 
tein lift than milk, whether it is 
whole, skim, or. buttermilk, 

Take a close look at the pro- 
tein value of milk in planning 
menus, since milk protein is of 
highest quality. The - recom- 
mended daily allowance for 
adults is 2 cups of milk. This 
provides one-fourth, of the pro- 
tein needed for the adult while 
the suggested quota of 3 to 4 
cups per day for children sup- 
plies one-half their diiy pro- 
tein requirement. ‘tho protein 
in two cups of mil is equal 
to a 3-ounce serving of ham- 
burger, fish, or 
bone, or 2 and one-fourth frank 
furters. 

Cheese is a concentrated pro- 
ein source. One ounce of Amer- 
ican cheese or 3 tablespoons un- 
creamed cottage cheese is equal 
to one cup of milk in protein 
value. 

Fortified skim milk has had 
none-fat dry milk solids or con- 
densed skim milk added for 
greater nutriotional value with 
a minimum of ‘additional calot- 
ies. It is especially rich in pro- 
tein and calcium — more so 
than skim milk,

June Tax Returns 
On Revised Forms 


The Employer's Quarterly 
Federal Tax Return, Form 941, 
has been completely revised, ac- 
cording to Laurie W. Tomlin- 
son, District Director of Inter- 
nal Revenue.

The Medfly 


“Don't spread the medfly!” 

This warning about the dan- 
ger of spreading the current 
Mediterranean fruit fly. infest- 
ation was issued today my Dr. 
W. G. Cowperthwaite, director 
of the Division of Plant Industry 
of the Florida Department of 
Agriculture, 

“Persons near the Dade and 
Broward County areas are 
warned not to move citrus fruit 
mangos, or other tropical or sub 
tropical fruits from areas in- 
fested with the Mediterranean 
fruit fi: Dr. Cowperthwaite 

id. “There is danger of spread 
ing the pest over presently non- 
infested areas of the state. 

As far as is known today, 
the medfly is contained within 
a fairly small land area in- 
cluding Dade ard Broward 
| Counties. 

“Movement of infested fruit 
could result in a cost of millions 
of dollars for eradication. 
People in citrus-producing areas 
should be concerned with this 
problem and not ask that un- 
certified tropical or subtropical 
fruits be moved to uninfested 
areas.” 

In the last medfly epidemic, 
about 11 million doilars of state 
and federa) funds were spent 
for eradication.

And the finest food plants 
can set their roots into is org- 
anic material. It is -natures 
plant food and mainly com- 
posed of rotting plant and ani- 
mal debris. 

In sandy subdivisions mort- 
gage holders find their lots low 
in life-giving organics. They 
think their plants are sick, but 
actually in most cases the orna- 
mentals are starving. 

Starving plants are a good 
target for diseases, Also a mild 
attack from insects often spells 
doom to ornamentals. 

Feeding an “ample ration of 
organic matter not only gives 
plants a healthy green glow of 
beauty, but some souls believe 
that part of the greenness rubs 
off on the gardeners’ thumb. 

So elevate your prestige as a 
green-thumb gardener by feed- 
ing your plants plenty of org- 
anic matter. 

Organic fertilizers are neces- 
sary. If, however,’ you are a- 
mong the thousands who have 
more time than money, you will 
find it a budget-saving idea to 
make your own supply of org- 
anic plant food. 

Begin by saving your leaves, 
grass clippings and other plant 
residues and follow a few sim- 
ple rules. In a few short weeks 
you'll have an ample supply of 
organic material’— also known 
as compost. 

A compost heap of any size 
will work, but it is best to get. 
started with a giant economy 
size. This is a pile of plant de- 
bris ten feet square and five 
feet high. The top of the heap 
should be left flat or with a 
slight depression in the center 
to catch and hold water. 

If your lot is too small for 
the giant-size project, then de- 
compose the plant matter in a 
cast-off barrell. This vertical 
operation will be a space saver. 
Add water to the compost heap 
if the materials are dry. This 
will insure rapid decomposition. 
A good practice to follow with 
dry materials such as leaves, 
grass and weeds is to make a 
layer about one foot deep, wet 
thoroughly and pack. For a free 
packing job, ask the neighbor- 
hood small fry to practice do- 
ing the twist on the pile for ten 
minutes. 

Next, spread a layer of man- 
ure — if available — four to 
six inches deep and sprinkle a 
quart of superphosphate per 100 
square feet of compost. Repeat 
this layering process of leaves, 
manure and superphosphate un- 
‘il the pile is about five feet 
high. 

The compost will begin to 
heat after two or three days and 
should be watched carefully 
and not allowed to dry out. 

After three or four weeks of 
curing, the pile can be forked 
over, mixing the dry and the 
moist decomposing parts to in- 
sure a uniformly decon 
material. About three or four 
weeks after this, in warm wea- 
ther, the compost should be 
thoroughly rotted and ready for

Race Track Taxes 
Produce $201,800 
For Each County 


State Comptroller Ray E. 
Green reported today the cur- 
rent racing season has produced 
the largest amount of revenue 
ever received by Florida's 67 


track tax. 


county and was reached today 
‘with the final distribution of 
checks for $9.300 which are be- 
ing mailed te each county. 

A total of $13,520,600 was re- 
ceived by the counties from 
race track taxes during the fis- 
cal year 1961-62, Green said, as 
compared with $12,569,200 dis- 
tributed during the previous fis- 
cal year. Each county received 
$187,600 last year. 

The total received by each 
county since the tax went into 
effect in 1931-32 is $2,642,648. 
The first check received by each 
county for 1931-32 for $9,226. 
Wtih exception of World War 
TI years, the. freeze and a na- 
tional recession of 1958 which 
crippled the state’s tourist in- 
dustry, and a slight drop in fis- 
cal 1960-62, there has been a 
steady increase in revenue from 
the race track tax source. 

Each county received a total 
of $33,100 in 1940-41, but by 
the end of 1942-43 it had skidded 
to-$13,800. 

The revenue topped the $100- 
000 mark for the first time in 
1951-52, when each county re- 
ceived $112,000. The 
highest year was 1959-60 when 
each county-received $188,700. 
The state's general revenue 
fund also received approximate- 
ly the same amount from the 
race track tax as it did the 
counties in 1961-62.
